book would be placed at the students’ disposal. Note 
“a Catholic book.” The student writes further: 


“We are compelled to memorize a Protestant 
prayer in our French class. We do not always have 
an ‘opportunity to challenge statements made in 
class, statements which are often imposed as final 
or authoritative.” 


The student continued: 


“I -am also ashamed to admit that, for the most 
part, Catholic students let themselves be cowed in 
class, or do not know enough about our religion or 
conditions as they exist to protest slanderous or 
loaded remarks made in and out of class. 


“I think that there are times to bow and smile, 
and times to object and protest. 

“More important is the fact that exposed stu- 
dents are influenced and may get the impression 
that there is something lacking in our religion.” 

There are more Catholics at most State schools 
than there are members of any other single denomi- 
nation, but they do not try to lead. Our correspon- 
dent writes, “they seem to have an inferiority com- 
plex when they ought to be proud, as the late Fa- 
ther Vaughan, of England, was want to say pub- 
licly, “to wear a sign on their backs reading: I am 
a Catholic.’ 

Parents should always remember that it is safer 
to send their children to a Catholic college—and 
usually it is no more expensive than a secular insti- 
tution.

Documents 


On Microfilm At N.D. 


Notre Dame—Thousands of docu- 
tents on the history of the Catholic 
Church in the United States, form- 
erly inaccessible to historians in 
America, soon will be available in 
microfilm to scholars in the Univer- 
sity of Notre Dame archives, it was 


announced by Reverend Thomas T.| 


McAvoy, C.S.C., university archivist | 
and head of the history department 
These documents include letters 
from 
and missionaries of the nineteenth 
century to European mission soci- 
eties which supported them in their 
work in this country. 


Since most of these letters were 
written precisely to tell the so- 
cieties about conditions in Amer- 
ican missions, they form an indis- 
pensable source of the history of 
the Church in America, Father 
McAvoy explained. Included are 
letters by such Church leaders as 
Archbishop John Hughes of New 
York, Bishop John England of 
Charleston, South Carolina, and the 
Reverend Francis Pierz, a mission- 
ary who worked among the Indians 
of Michigan and Minnesota. The 
collection also includes 
pondence of the Reverend Stephen 
Theodore Badin, the first Catholic 
priest ordained in the United 
States. and the Reverend Edward 
F. Sorin, C.S.C., founder and first 
resident of the University of 
iotre Dame. 


The letters were written by the 
American churchmen to mission 
societies in France, Germany, 
Austria, Rome, present-day Yugos- 
lavia.and. Ireland. . Father McAvoy 
began collecting them in Europe 
in 1951. The project was greatly 
advanced in 1953 by the travels 
and research in Europe of Joseph 
Gregorich of Oak Park, Illinois. 
Gregorich assisted Father McAvoy 
while collecting materials for his 
biography of Bishop Frederick 
Baraga, first bishop of Marquette, 
Michigan. 


Since the microfilm collection is | 


currently being used in the pre- 
paration of the cause for Bishop 
Baraga’s beatification, it has been 


named the Bishop’ Frederick 
Baraga Collection, Father McAvoy 
said He indicated that the 


collection eventually will be avail- 


able for hundreds of similar studies | 
of the heroes of the American | 


Catholic missions of the nineteenth 
century. Represented in the new 
collection are the records of the 
Leopoldine Association of Vienna 
which supplied money and mission- 
aries for most of the dioceses of 
the Middle West and the Ludwigs- 
mission Verein of Munich which 


was very active in assisting the | 


American missions during the 
second half of the nineteenth cen- 
tury. 

Originally Father McAvoy under- 
took to gather only copies of letters 
from missionaries who worked in 
the Middle West. However, it be- 
came difficult to limit the letters 
to this one area because some of 
the missionaries also worked in 
other sections of the country.

extended as means and materials 
continue to be made available for 
copying. Eventually the collection 
will include copies of letters in 
the possession of private families 
and in the records of business con- 
cerns, such as fur companies, which 
had extensive dealings with many 
missionaries. 


According to Father McAvoy, the 
valué of this collection can best 
be understood by comparing it 
with the famous “Jesuit Relations” 
of Jesuit missionaries of the Great 
Lakes area during the 17th and 
early 18th centuries which have 
long been the chief source for the 
history of the American Indians. 
While the new Baraga collection 
tells of the Indians and the 
frontier, it also documents the 
work of the missionaries among the 
newly arrived immigrants along the 
eastern seaboard and later in the 
rich farmlands of the Middle West. 


There is scarcely a_ religious 
community or Catholic charitable 
or educational institution that did 
not apply to these European mis- 
sionary organizations for some aid 
and in so doing placed before them 
the story and the description of 
their missions and their institu- 
tions in this country, Father 
McAvoy pointed out. Some of 
these letters have been published 
in Europe, but few copies of the 
publication were received in this 
country. More frequently, only 
parts of the letters were published 
‘and thousands were never publish- 
ted at all.

St. Mary's Students Assist At 
School For Mentally Retarded 


Notre Dame — Several students 
at St. Mary’s College, here, are 
serving their college community 
this semester by doing volunteer 
work at a school for the mentally 
retarded. The St. Mary’s girls 
assist the home room teachers at 
the Logan School located in Mish- 
awaka. thus affording some of 
them the opportunity to observe 
and apply what they have studied 
in abnormal psychology and be- 
havior problems. 

The children at Logan School, 
the only educational institution of 
this type in St. Joseph County, in- 
clude the cerebral palsied, cretins, 
mongoloids, spastics, and isolated 
and frustrated children whose 
1.Q.’s are between 25 and 50. The 
children are grouped according to 
ability and are given training and 
instruction to best fit their needs. 

Tailored to fit the child, the pro- 
gram consists of speech, academic 


‘work, recreation, home economics, 
work-shop, music, art and socializ- 
ing activities. Speech work is in- 
‘dividual and group; group work 
‘includes conversation, discussions, 
'and choral reading. Each of the St. 
'Mary’s students spend at least two 
‘hours every week working at the 
‘school with the children.

Scripture, just as differing lawyers 
or heads of movements must look 
to the Supreme Court of the 
United States to determine what 
this or that passage in the Consti- 
tution means. There can never be 
“one fold and one Shepherd” (John 
10:16) without a central authority. 

People talk of the “liberty” to 
found their own religion, to choose 
their own religion, to differ from 
the original Christian religion, but 
they would never think of claiming 
the liberty to differ from the multi- 
plication table, or any established 
fact of science. God did settle 
every thing pertaining to man's 
salvation, and His word, as well 
as that of His spokesman in the 
Church, must be followed. People 


are so ready to accept the infalli- 
bility of any other leader but the 
one to whom infallible protection 
in matters of faith and morals was 
granted by Christ. This evidently 
can be due only to a prejudice 
against the old Church, which is 
accused of having fallen into error. 
If the Church fell into error then 
Christ fell into error because 
Christ would not then be keeping 
His promises. If Christ fell into 
error then He was not God, and 
there could be no definite know- 
ledge of Ged’s way of salvation.

And, as a matter of 
fact, Our Lord wants us to have 
this kind of peace too, and so does 
His Church. That is why the Mass 
speaks often of peace. . 


In the old days there used to be 
in the Mass what was called the 
“Kiss of Peace.” The priest would 
kiss the altar, where Jesus lay, 
then turn. around, put his hands on 
the shoulder of one of the men who 
were assisting Him at Mass and 
say, “Peace be to you.” The man 
would answer, “And with you too.” 
Then that man would pass the 
greeting on to another. Finally it 
would go around the whole church. 
Everyone would receive the priest’s 
wish that there would be peace in 
his soul. 


Nowadays we have the “Kiss of 
Peace” only at the Solemn Mass, 
when there are a priest and two 
others in vestments at the altar, 
and when the choir sings grandly. 
Still, even in the Low Mass, there 
is a prayer for peace just before 
Holy Communion. In this prayer 
we pray that we may have peace 
in our own souls and that there 
may be peace in the whole Church. 


After that, the priest says two 
more prayers. These prayers are 
unlike almost all of the others in 
the Mass. And they are different 
for the simple reason that they be- 
long to the priest alone. He says 
them for himself, not us. You see, 
he is going to receive Holy Com- 
munion, so he says these two 
prayers to help him to be ready. 


Of course, just because the 
priest says these two prayers for 
himself it does not mean that we 
cannot say them too. In fact, if 
we have a missal we ought to read 
these prayers to help us prepare 
for our own Holy Communion. 


Soon, very soon, the bells will 
ring, and we will leave our places 
and go to the Communion rail.

They were here when the 
first settlers came to the western world.

sprouts, kale and kohlrabi, devel-+ 


oped from wild cabbage. Peasants 
in Italy tended fields of cauliflow- 
er before the eruption of Vesuvius. 

Early settlers in America found 
that the Indians growing squash 
along rows of maize and onions that 
were mentioned in Homer's Iliad. 

Those early peoples would never 
recognize the modern vegetable, 
because growers and processors 
have spent years developing meth- 
ods to give us fine quality supply 
all year round. It’s up to us with 
our modern methods of cookery to. 
see that vegetables are something 
more than “good for you.” They)

— Cook vegetables in small 
amounts of water and cook them 
until they are just tender.

Lecture Tour 


Washington —(NC) —A former 
papal bodyguard, whose duty it 
was to defend His Holiness Pope 
Pius XII against physical attack. 
has taken up the weapon of the 
word to defend the Pontiff. 


Formerly a member of the Elite 
Swiss Pontifical Guard, Anton 
Gahlinger, a 35-year-old Swiss, is 
now using the lectern to spread 
the truth about the Holy Father. 


Gahlinger estimates that he has 
given lectures to more than 
100,000 school children in the 
United States since he started his 
tour two years ago. Prior to com- 
ing to the United States he gave 
some 1,000 lectures in Europe and 
about 80 in Latin America. 


“T want to take you on a visit to 
the Holy Father,” he says at the 
start of his lectures. He tells a 
number of human interest stories 
about the Pontiff which he person- 
ally witnessed, and sums them up 
this way: 

“I hope I'm putting across the 
ideas that the Pope is a true fa- 
ther in Christ and a saintly per- 
son.” 


He gets rapt attention from the 
school children as he addresses 
them, garbed in the colorful dress 
uniform of the Swiss guard. Re- 
putedly designed by Michelangelo, 
the uniform consists of tunic, 
breeches and stockings of wide 
yellow, blue and red stripes, 
white ruff or collar and a tall steel 
‘helmet.

We observe with mixed feel-| Incorporated towns can and 


ings the entry of factories into: 
small cities and the open country. | 
If properly planned and regulated, | 
this movement could prove ad-' 
vantageous to the industries and’ 
communities concerned. If there 
is no discipline or regulation, | 
these factories may cause serious 
social and moral problems. 


Decentralization 
The modern factory is a spraw- 


ling one story affair. It is not 
economical to move heavy mach- 


inery and materials above the’ 
ground floor. Since space is limit- | 
ed and rents are high in large 
cities, the smaller cities and the 
countryside attract more and more 
new factories. 


With the danger of atomic war- 
fare still imminent, there is an 
obvious danger in concentrating | 
strategic industries in a few large | 
urban centers. There are also some | 
very real social advantages of this 
new trend. The factory worker 
crowded into a huge city often 
finds himself and his family in a 
bad environment. In the smaller’ 
community these folks will find 
more space, light and 
more friendly and 
neighbors. 


Moreover, many country people |. 


and villagers lack adequate em- 
ployment. This is especially true 
in those areas in which soils are 
nearly exhausted, or where mines 
and similar- local industries have 
closed down. It is to the advan- 
tage of both management and 
labor to establish factories in 
areas where there is an abund- 
ance of workers available. 


Danger Ahead 


In spite of all of these advan- 
tages, these new factories are cre- | 
ating some. serious problems in| 
our smaller communities. Almost | 
all cities employ zoning regula-) 
tions to prevent conditions harm- | 
ful to the health, economic wel- | 
fare or morality of workers and} 
local residents.

The only sign you can give of 
earnest repentance is the com- 
plete turning away from your 
past faults to the practice of the 
opposite virtues.

Lenten Regulations 


To foster the spirit of penance 
and reparation for sin, to en- 
courage self-denial and mortifi- 
cation, and to guide her children 
in the footsteps of Our Divine 
Savior, Holy Mother Church im- 
poses by law the observance of 
fast and abstinence. 


In accordance with the pro- 
visions of Canon Law, as modi- 
fied through the use of special 
faculties granted by the Holy 
See, we herewith publish the 
following regulations: 


Fast 


Everyone over 21 and under 
59 years of age is bound to ob- 
serve the law of fast. 


On days of fast only one full 
meal is allowed. Two other meat- 
less meals, sufficient to main- 
tain strength, may be taken ac- 
cording to each one’s needs; but 
together they should not equal 
another full meal. 


Meat may be taken at the 
principal meal on a day of fast 
except on Fridays, Ash Wednes- 
day and the Vigils of the As- 
sumption and Christmas. 


The days of fast are the week- 
days of Lent, Ember Days, the 
Vigils of Pentecost, the As- 
sumption, All Saints and Christ- 
mas. 


Eating between meals Is not 
permitted; but liquids, including 
_ and fruit juices, are allow- 


When health or ability to 
work would be seriously affect- 


ed, the law does not oblige. In 
doubt concerning fast or absti- 
nence, a@ parish priest or con- 
fessor should be cpnsulted. 
Abstinence 


Every Catholic person over 7 
years of age is bound to observe 
the law of abstinence. 

Partial Abstinence 


On days of partial abstinence 
meat and soup or gravy made 
from meat may be taken only 
ONCE a day at the principal 
meal. Partial abstinence is to be 
observed on Ember Wednesdays 
and Saturdays and on the Vig- 
ils of Pentecost and All Saints. 

Complete Abstinence 


On days of complete absti- 
nence meat and soup or gravy 
made from meat may NOT be 
used at all. Complete abstinence 
is to be observed on Fridays, 
Ash Wednesday, the Vigils of 
the Assumption and Christmas, 
and on Holy Saturday morning, 

We earnestly exhort the faith- 
ful, during the periods of fast 
and abstinence, to attend daily 
Mass; to receive Holy Com- 
munion often; to take part more

This question, important to the) 
millions of Americans now covered | 
by social security laws, is answered 
in the February issue of The Grail, 
national Catholic magazine publish- 
ed here. The answer—“Not very.” 

“Suppose,” writes John J. Kane, 
a regular Grail contributor, “you 
had to retire tomorrow. You are 
eligible for minimum benefits| 
under Old Age Insurance. Would it! 
be better to go on relief, if you! 
had no other income, or accept 
your social security benefits? .. . 
GO ON RELIEF! 

“In many states,” he explains, 
“the average paid to persons on re- 
lief, Le., old age assistance is about 
$46.00 per month. The amount paid 
under Old Age Insurance is $26.00 
a month. This is perhaps the most

law a “meager gap,” Kane de- 
clares that it short of an 
adequate system of economic aid.” 

Kane discusses some current pro- 
posals for revising the law. “One of 
the p now under considera- 
tion has as its goal the distribution 
of the 18 billion dollar social secur- 
ity reserve (now in government 
bonds).

New York State Bills Spell Out 
‘Immoral’ For Movie Censorship 


Albany, N. Y. —(NC)— New York legislators took steps here 
to comply with recent Supreme Court movie censorship rulings 
by spelling out what “immorality” and “tend to corrupt morals” 
mean. 

Two bills introduced in the State Legislature attempted to 
clarify New York censorship laws by describing film immorality as 

“sexual,” “pornographic,” and “lewd.” The same bill describes 

a film which “tends to corrupt morals” as one “which expressly 
re impliedly presents such acts as desirable, acceptable or proper 
patterns of behavior.’ 

The Supreme Court in its “M” and “La Ronde” decisions 
stated that the terms “immorality” and “tend to incite to crime” 
as used in state censorship laws were too vague. 

In a second bill before the New York State Legislature, “tends 
to incite to crime” is defined to mean “when the theme or the 
manner of its presentation is of such character as to present the 

commission of unlawful acts or contempt for law as as 
behavior, desirable, ble or y accepted acts 
havior; or if it advocates or teaches the use a or the method 
of the use of, narcotic or habit-forming drugs.”

The New World reported that 
the local theater manager has re- 
fused to cancel plans for showing 
the picture as requested by a rep- 
resentative of His Eminence Sam- 
uel Cardinal Stritch, Archbishop of 
Chicago. The representative had 
the film with Cardinal 
Stritch’s permission and judged it 
to be “salacious.” 


Supreme Court's 
Film Decision 


Applied To Books 


Youngstown, Ohio — (NC) — 
The Supreme Court opinion that 
the word “immoral” is too vague a 
term for censoring motion pictures, 
has now been applied to books. 
| A long-standing battle over in- 
i\decent pocket-size books was dis- 
missed from Youngstown Munici- 
pal Court by a judge who applied 
the Supreme Court “La Ronde” 
decision to the literature case. 

In dismissing the case against a 
book distributor, Judge Forrest J. 
Cavalier said that because the 
‘term “immoral” has been found 
'“unconstitutionally vague” by the 
‘Supreme Court in the case involv- 
ing the film “La Ronde,” he was 
forced to make the same finding in 
the book case. 

“The decision of the Supreme 
Court of the United States in this 
matter is the supreme law of the 
land and this court is bound under 
the law to follow it,” Judge Cava- 
lier said, indicating, however, that 
“it is not y the opinion 
of this court.”
